This  accounts  for  the  fact 
that  certain  decimal  equivalents  are  the  same  for  different  weights. 
Example:  A  "bird  weighing  either  4  pounds,  6  ounces,  or  4  pounds,  7 
ounces,,  will  have  an  equivalent  weight  of  4.4  pounds  and  this  figure 
should  "be  recorded  on  the  U.S.il.O.P.  pullet  or  hen  report. 
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
